Herewith  I  Leg*  to  lay  before  you  the  tables  of 
births,  deaths,  and  new  eases  of  infectious  diseases  as 
required  by  the  Local  Government  Board. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  our  district 
during  1904  has  been  118;  59  being  males  and  59  fe  males, 
which  are  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  17.87  per  thousand  per 
annum.  In  1904  the  number  of  deaths  was  85  and  the 
rate  12.88.  Of  those  under  one  year  of  age  there  were  12 
deaths,  with  a  rate  of  1.81 ;  last  year  10  deaths,  rate  1.51. 
Of  those  between  one  and  five  years  of  age  1  death,  rate 
0.15;  last  year  the  number  and  rate  were  the  same.  Of 
those  sixty-five  years  of  age  and  upwards  55  deaths,  rate 
8.44;  last  year  40  deaths,  rate  5.45. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  1904 
has  been  125;  72  being  males  and  54  females,  which  are 
equal  to  a  birth-rate  of  18.94  per  thousand  per  annum. 
Last  yea]-  there  were  144  births;  04  being  males  and  71 
females,  with  a  birth-rate  of  20.44. 

In  the  High  District  the  number  of  deaths  was  49,  and 
the  births  42;  the  death-rate  being  21.00,  and  the  birth¬ 
rate  17.77.  Last  year  the  number  of  deaths  was  28,  and 
the  rate  15.55.  Of  those  under  five  years  of  age  there  were 
4  deaths,  with  a  rate  of  2.22;  last  year  4  deaths,  rate  1.00. 
Of  those  sixty-five  years  of  age  and  upwards  17  deaths, 
rate  9.44;  last  year  14  deaths,  rate  7.22. 
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In  the  Low  District,  including  the  Workhouse,  the 
number  of  deaths  was  7!),  and  the  births  9-5 ;  the  death-rate 
being-  1(1.45,  and  the  birth-rate  19. .‘18.  Last  year  the 
number  of  deaths  was  57,  and  the  rate  11.87.  In  the  Low 
District,  excluding  the  Workhouse,  there'  were  09  deaths, 
with  a  rate  of  14. -17 ;  last  year  55  deaths,  rate,  11.40.  Of 
those  under  live  years  of  age  9  deaths,  rate  1.87  ;  last  year 
8  deaths,  rate  1.05.  Of  those  sixtv-five  years  of  age  and 
upwards  38  deaths,  rate  7.91 ;  last  year  23  deaths,  rate  4.80. 

In  Longtown  there  were  21  deaths,  with  a.  rate  of 
12.35;  last  year  22  deaths,  rate  12.75.  Of  those  under 
five  years  of  age  5  deaths,  rate  2.94 ;  last  year  4  deaths,  rate 
2.32.  Of  those  sixty-five  years  of  age  and  upwards  9 
deaths,  rate  5.29  ;  last  year  8  deaths,  rate  4.03.

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Iii  com  puling  the  vitu]  statistics  of  1904  with  those 
of  1908,  I  Iiave  to  report  that  tliere  lias  been  an  increased 
number  of  deaths,  and  a  higher  death-rate  in  1004.  The 
death-rate,  17. 87,  against  12.88  last  year,  is  higher  than 
any  year  since  1895.  There  was  also  a  decrease  in  the 
number  of  births,  125  in  1004,  against  184  in  1008.  The 
number  of  deaths  due  to  phthisis  is  the  same  as  last  year. 
Eight  deaths  were  due  to  cancer,  against  (I  last  year. 
The  greatest  rise  in  the  number  of  deaths  is  due 
to  respiratory  diseases,  22  against  0  last  year.  There 
was  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  due 
to  heart  diseases,  10  against  14  last  year.  There 
was  also  an  increase  of  deaths  due  to*  diseases  of  the 
nervous  system,  10  against  0  last  year.  I  have  again  to 
record  that  there  have  been  no  deaths  due  to  zymotic 
diseases  during  1004.  The  number  of  deaths  among  old 
people  has  been  large,  42  against  82  last  year.  The  lowest 
death-rate,  12.85,  in  Longtown,  occurred  this  year  of  which 
I  have  any  record.  The  death-rate  in  the  High  District 
in  1004  has  been  very  high,  21.00,  against  15.55  in  1008, 
due  principally  to  the  large  number  of  deaths  due  to 
respiratory  diseases  and  among  old  people. 

I  had  41  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  during 
the  year,  5  being  in  the  High  District  and  80  in  the  Low 
1  listrict. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

In  the  High  District,  at  Hillbottom,  8  cases  Avere 
notified  in  September  and  2  in  October.  In  the  Loav 
District  the  first  case  occurred  in  Longtown  in  March,  the 
next  case  in  July  in  Longtown.  In  August  there-  were 
8  cases,  5  of  which  occurred  in  Longtown,  1  at  Blackford, 
and  2  at  Hilltop.  In  September  2  cases  occurred  in  Long¬ 
town,  9  in  October,  0  in  November,  and  4  in  December,  of 
which  8  occurred  in  Longtown  and  1  at  Biddings  Junction. 

Erysipelas. 

One  case  occurred  at  Ilunley  in  January  and  one  at 
Blackford  in  November. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

One  case  occurred  in  Longtown  in  February  and  one 
at  Bush-on-Esk  Cottages  in  October.

An  epidemic  occurred  among'  children  attending 
Shawfoot  School  m  October  necessitating  its  closure  for 
eight  weeks. 


M  KASLES. 

An  epidemic  occurred  among  children  attending  Long- 
town  School  in  April  and  May,  on  account  of  which  the 
Day  and  Sunday  Schools  were  closed  for  one  month.  The 
epidemic  spread  to  children  attending  lilac kbank  School, 
requiring  the  closing’  of  the  School  for  one  month. 

I  append  details  of  some  of  the  sanitary  work  done 
during  the  year  :  — 

At  Moorhouses,  where  the  yard  was  in  an  insanitary 
condition  from  want  of  proper  paving  and  drainage  from 
piggery  and  byre;  Some  gravel  lias  been  laid  down  in 
the  yard,  but  this  is  not  a  satisfactory  remedy  for  the 
nuisance.  At  lllackford,  where  there  was  an  open  ditch 
round  a  dwelling  house  and  garden,  containing  a  quantity 
of  liquid  filth  ;  the  ditch  was  cleaned  out  and  a  tile 
drain  put  in,  which  is  a  great  improvement.  At  Fieldfoot, 
where  the  walls  of  the  bedroom  were  damp,  and  a  want 
of  sufficient  ventilation;  in  this  case  new  windows  have 
1  ecu  put  in  which  open  for  ventilation,  with  the  result 
that  the  bedroom  walls  are  much  drier.  At  Kirkbeekstown, 
where  there  was  a  damp  bedroom  ;  the  roof  lias  been 
properly  spouted,  which  will  probably  remedy  the  nuisance. 
At  Scaleby  Hill,  where  the  byre  and  piggery  abutted 
against  the  dwelling  bouse,  and  where  there  was  no  proper 
drainage  in  the  yard,  and  a  quantity  of  liquid  manure 
lying  about  with  no  means  of  getting  away:  a,  tile  drain 
has  been  put  in  and  proper  gully-traps  fixed,  and  the  other 
nuisance  abated.  At  Aunscleugh,  where  the  west  walls 
of  the  bedroom  and  parlour  were  very  damp,  and  no 
privy  accommodation;  the  chimney  has  boon  leaded, 
ventilators  fixed  in  the  wall,  and  a  privy  provided.  At 
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Drove  Inn,  where  fhe  bedroom  walls  and  floor  were  damp, 
and  no  proper  drainage;  m  this  ease  Hie  bedroom  walls 
and  floor  have  been  boarded,  a  new  byre  erected,  and  a 
tile  drain  put  in.  At  Ktonefiatts,  where  there  was  a 
quantity  of  liquid  sludge  at  tlm  bottom  of  the  yard  creating 
a  nuisance;  it  lias  been  cleared  away.  At  Ktonefiatts, 
where  tlie  yard  was  in  a  dirty  condition ;  this  lias  been 
remedied.  At  Old  Mill  Cottage,  where  the  bedroom  walls 
were  damp;  the  walls  have  been  boarded.  At  Hetherbank, 
where  the  walls  and  floor  of  the  dwelling  house  were  damp, 
and  no  privy  accommodation;  a  drain  has  been  put  in 
along  the  front  of  the  house,  which  has  been  beneficial,  and 
a  privy  lias  been  provided.  At  Kcuggate,  where  the  both 
room  floor  is  a  flag1  one  and  damp,  the  walls  are  also  damp, 
the  bedroom  is  not  used  on  account  of  the  damp ;  the  bed¬ 
room  walls  and  floor  have  been  boarded.  At  Hilltop, 
where  the  walls  and  floor  of  tin1  bouse  were  damp  ;  a  drain 
lias  been  put  in  along  the  front  of  the  house,  which  appears 
to  have  been  beneficial.  In  Long-town,  a  case  of  over¬ 
crowding,  where  eight  persons  slept  in  a  room  sufficient 
only  for  four;  this  has  been  remedied.  At  Rackgate, 
where:  the  back  wall  of  house  was  damp  ;  some  repairs  have 
been  done  to  the  spouting,  but  insufficient  to  remedy  the 
defects.  At  Bridge  End,  where  the  yard  was  in  a  dirty 
condition;  this  has  been  remedied.  At  Killersyke,  where 
the  bedroom  walls  and  floor  were  damp;  the  floor  has  been 
boarded,  and  a  drain  put  round  the  house.  At  Rosebank, 
where  the  bedroom  walls  were  damp;  the  gable  was 
cemented  and  pointed  and  the  spout  repaired,  but  the  roof 
requires  to:  be  repaired  to  remedy  the  damp.  At  Head- 
gate  where  there  were  insanitary  defects  in  dwelling  house 
and  yard,  and  no  privy  accommodation;  nothing  lias  been 
done.  At  Riggfoot,  where  there  were  insanitary  defects 
in  dwelling  house,  and  no  privy  accommodation;  nothing 
has  been  done.  In  Long-town,  where  the  pavement  in 
the  yard  was  in  bad  repair,  and  too  full  an  ashpit;  the 
paving  was  repaired  and  the  ashpit  cleaned  out.  In 
Longtown,  where  there  was  a  nuisance  due  to  smoke  from 
a  washhouse  chimney;  the  chimney  has  been  heightened. 
In  Longtown,  where  there  was  a  nuisance  caused  by 
smoke  from  the  chimney  of  a  steam  engine;  the  chimney 
has  been  heightened.  At  Dicks  tree,  where  there  was  a 
large  quantity  of  manure  lying  at  the  back  of  tin1  dwelling 
house  and  the  drain  choked  up;  the  manure  was  removed 


and  the  drain  re-laid,  and  the  outlet  carried  into  a  cesspool 
at  a  distance  from  the  house.  At  North  Meadow,  where 
the  walls  and  floor  of  tin*  bedroom  wen'  damp,  and  no 
privy  accommodation;  the  floor  has  been  cemented  and  a 
privy  provided.  At  Blown  Bigg,  where  the  lit 1 11  i <  1  manure 
from  piggeries  runs  in  an  open  channel  across  the  yard,  and 
near  to  the  pump  well;  a  drain  has  been  put  in  and  gully- 
traps  fixed.  At  Higliberries,  where  the  yard  was  in  a  very 
insanitary  condition  from  want  of  proper  drainage;  the 
yard  has  been  properly  drained  and  trapped.  At  Brown- 
dykes,  where  there  is  a  want  of  drainage  to  carry  off  liquid 
from  piggery,  &c.,  also  a  large  quantity  of  semi-solid 
sludge  behind  the  yard,  in  a  filthy  condition;  tin'  ditch 
has  been  cleaned,  but  no  drainage  or  traps  to  yard  as 
recommended.  At  Hillbottom,  where  there  was  an  in¬ 
sanitary  condition  of  the  yard  and  want  of  drainage;  a 
tile  drain  has  been  put  in,  but  no  gully-traps.  At  Black¬ 
ford  School,  where,  on  account  of  the  occurrence  among 
children  attending  the  School  of  acute  febrile  attacks,  with 
ear  trouble,  some  going  on  to  suppuration;  I  visited  the 
School,  and  found  the  odour  from  ashpit  and  privies  very 
stiong.  I  am  of  opinion  that  there  is  a>  connection  between 
the  illnesses  of  the  children  and  the  condition  of  the  privies. 
There  are  no'  boxes  for  the  privies,  and  I  think  they  should 
be  provided.  The  ashpit  is  emptied  every  three  months; 

1  think  this  should  be  done  monthly.  Also  chloride  of 
lime  or  carbolic  acid  should  be  used  freely  in  privies  and 
ashpit.  There  is  also  some  rubbish  lying  at  the  back  of 
the  School;  the  ashpit  has  been  cleaned  out  and  rubbish 
removed,  but  pails  have  not  yet  been  provided  for  privies. 
At  Breekonhill  Bigg,  where  the  yard  is  in  an  insanitary 
condition  from  want  of  proper  drainage  to  cany  off  liquid 
from  the  outhouses,  there  is  also  a  lot  of  dirty  liquid 
1,\  ing  near  the  pump,  with  a  risk  of  contamination  of  the 
well  water;  nothing  has  been  done.  At  Sherwood  ('ottagc, 
where  the  walls  of  the  bedroom  were  damp  ;  the  walls  have 
been  boarded.  In  Longtown,  where  an  ashpit  is  in  a  filthy 
condition,  and  the  liquid  hulking  from  it  ;  the  owner  has 
promised  to  put  it  into  order.  At  Haithwaite,  where  the 
manure  heap  was  too  near  bedroom  window;  the  window 
has  been  removed  to  the  opposite  side  of  the  room,  and  the 
other  defects  in  the  dwelling  house  remedied,  which  I 
referred  to  in  my  report  last  year.  At  (xlebelands,  where 
tiie  east  bedroom  walls  and  floor  were  damp,  and  the 
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ventilation  insufficient ;  the  walls  have  been  boarded  and 
sufficient  ventilation  provided,  and  a  drain  put  in  to  carry 
liquids  from  the  yard.  At  Hunlev,  where  there  was  a  large 
pool  of  liquid  sludge  standing  in  the  yard,  creating  a 
nuisance;  this  has  been  remedied. 


Water  Supply. 

Last  year  I  reported  that  there  was  no  water  supply 
at  Stapleton  School  and  School  House.  Steps  are  now 
being  taken  to  provide  a  supply.  At  Shankhill  School 
a  pump  has  been  fixed  in  the  well  in  the  garden,  and  there 
is  a  plentiful  supply  of  water,  but  a  trough  and  drain  are 
required  to  carry  off  the  surplus  water.  At  Scuggate, 
where  the  pump  water  had  a  disagreeable  taste,  and  con¬ 
tained  a,  number  of  floating  particles  in  it,  has  been 
cleaned,  and  drains  relaid.  At  Xorth  Meadow  and  Lnder- 
cleugh,  where  water  has  to  be  carried  upwards  of  •>()()  yards  ; 
nothing  has  been  done  to  provide  a,  supply  within  the 
required  distance.  At  1  frown  lligg,  where  water  is  got 
from  a  pump'  in  the  yard,  pump  out  of  order,  and  water 
has  to  be  carried  some'  distance,  water  said  to  be  dirty, 
and  in  dry  weather  there  is  none;  the  well  has  been 
cleaned  out,  but  a  new  tree  has  not  yet  been  supplied.  At 
Wyngv (ahead,  where  the  water  is  got  from  a  pump  in  the 
yard,  is  dirty,  and  contains  a  large  quantity  of  floating 
particles  in  it  and  has  a  disagreeable  taste.  The  condition 
of  matters  is  worse  in  wet  weather ;  nothing  has  been  done 
to  remedy  this  condition  of  matters.  In  190‘1  I  reported 
the  want  of  a  water  supply  at  Hi  sing  Sun  Inn  ;  nothing  has 
yet  been  done'  to  provide  a.  supply.  I  also  reported  that 
at  lthodds  School  there  was  no  proper  water  supply.  The 
pump  water  in  the  garden  is  dirty  and  unfit  for  use.  An 
intermittent  supply  of  surface  water  comes  from  a  drain 
pipe,  but  it  is  not  satisfactory.  The  School  and  house 
are  now  supplied  from  the  public  water  supply. 

There  is  a  scheme  before  the  Council  at  present  for 
the  supply  of  Holton  Fell  with  a  pure  and  abundant  supply 
of  water,  which,  if  the  Committee  are  able  to  carry  to  a 
satisfactory  conclusion,  which  it  is  to  be  hoped  they  will 
be  able  to  do,  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  those  concerned. 

Tn  my  1902  Report  I  drew  the  attention  of  the  Council 
to  the  want  of  a  proper  supply  of  pure  water  within  a 


reasonable  distance  at  Roadhead  and  places  adjoining; 
nothing1  has  yet  been  done. 

During  the  year  Col.  Irwin,  of  Lynehow,  lias  supplied, 
by  gravitation  from  Hartiestown  Spring's,  the  following- 
farms,  &c.,  on  bis  Solport  Ms t ate,  viz.  : — Bartiestown  Farm, 
Snnthsteads  Farm,  Mosside  Farm,  Middlefoot  Cottage,  and 
Smithy.  The  two  following  farms  are  supplied  by  a  ram. 
from  springs  at  (jribstown,  viz.: — Gribstown  Farm  and 
W  indyhill  Farm.  It  is  also  proposed  during  1!M)5  to  lift 
sufficient  water  from  Hartiestown  Spring  to  a  reservoir  at 
Shawhead  to  supply  therefrom,  by  gravitation,  the  under¬ 
mentioned  farms,  viz.: — Shawhead,  Parkhouse,  Parkrigg, 
Parkend,  Jenkinstown,  and  Solport  Mill. 

I  may  state  that  this  information  has  been  supplied 
to  me,  at  my  request,  by  Mr.  .John  Little,  Civil  Engineer, 
Carlisle,  who  has  superintended  the  work  required  to 
supply  the  farms  with  water. 

By  order  of  the  Council  ten  samples  of  water  were 
taken  in  Longtown  and  sent  to  Dr.  Mellon,  County  Analyst, 
for  analysis,  and  all  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  domestic 
use.

During  the  course  of  inspection  in  1904  only  six  cases 
of  want  of  cleanliness  came  under  our  notice,  all  of  which 
were  remedied.
